QUARTER-MILL LESS 

Lower Merion Township 

Seeks 1 2-Mill Rate for 

1928.

Reduction of the Lower 
Merion tax rate by one-quarter 
mill, pay boosts for four police 
officials, and appointment of the 
township solicitor, engineer, sec- 
retary and assistant secretary, 
were approved by the township 
commission at a meeting Wednes- 
day night in the Township Build- 
ing at Ardmore. 

The county Courts at Norris- 
town will be petitioned this year 
v for an extra 2 mills above the 10 
mill legal limit for the township 
levies. ' This will make the total 
1928 tax rate for Lower Merion 
30 mills instead of 3034, as it was 
for 102T. The school tax, which 
is nincluded in this total, is 15 
mills ; the county rate is . three 
mills. 

Decision to ask for the 12 mill 
rate came as the result of many 
extra meetngs of the commission 
and its committees, which have 
been whipping their budgets into 
shape for the new year. Budget 
figures will not be definitely fixed 
until the commission's meeting in 
February, but present estimates 
of revenue and appropriations 
were found accurate enough to 
guide the township rulers in pre- 
paring their tax figures. 

Last year was the fifth year of 
Lower Merion's road program, 
for which the aditional two and 
one-quarter tax rate had been 
granted. The commissioners 
originally petitioned the county 
Courts in 1922 for an increase of 
four and one-quarter mills, but 
when some taxpayers opposed 
this rate, a compromise was agreed 
upon. As a result, the rcwd build- 
ing program is still unfinished, 
and continuation of a rate in ex- 
cess of 10 mills has been found 
necessary. 

The one-quarter mill reduction 
from last year's rate was made 
possible by an increase in pro- 
perty values, on which the trien- 
nial assessors have recently made

For the first time in its two-year 
history, the Bala-Cynwyd-Nar- 
bertli* Rotary Club had as its 
speaker a woman at its luncheon 
Tuesday at the Cynwyd Club. 
Miss Clara H. Zillessen. assistant 
advertising manager of the Phila- 
delphia Electric Company, was the 
guest of honor. 

Miss Zillessen spoke of electric- 
ity in the home, and of its im- 
portance in the emancipation of 
the housewife from drudgery. She 
pointed to electricity as one of our 
cheapest conveniences. 

"The average housewife," the 
speaker said, "must work about GO 
hours a week to keep her home 
and family in order. Certainly 
that work" is worth 60 cents an 
hour. Would you men be willing 
to pay your wives $36 per week 
for their services?" 

She then drew a comparison be- 
tween expenses for luxuries and 
the cost of electricity. Auto- 
mobiles, amusements, tobacco, etc, 
run well into the hundreds of dol- 
lars each year for the average 
family, whereas electricity only 
costs between $20 and $30 per 
year. 

Women are entitled to as much 
leisure as men, she claimed, and 
told of the time savings possible 
through the use of modern house- 
hold machinery. 

The Conowingo project in 
Maryland was touched on briefly.

HAS ONLY 7 JOBS NOW 



At an informal meeting of coun- 
cil held at Elm Hall Tuesday eve- 
ning, George B. Suplee was officially 
started in his new post of superin- 
tendent of public works. This title, 
given him by virtue of the 1928 
budget, is not the mark of a new 
job, but simply a more comprehen- 
sive title for the combined duties of 
building inspector and street com- 
missioner. 

The meeting Tuesday night was 
1 1 larked by a' consuitaiion ' in which 
the scope of the new job was out- 
lined, office hours set and plans laid 
down for 1928. 

The new superintendent of pub- 
lic works has been a resident of 
Narberth for 30 years, and during 
that time he has held nine different 
positions under the borough govern- 
ment, many of which he still holds. 
His first official association with 
the borough was as health officer 
beginning in 1909. He has been 
secretary and treasurer of the board 
of health since 1919. In 1922 Mr. 
Suplee was appointed street com- 
missioner to succeed Charles R. 
Humphries, which position he has 
held ever since. The office of local 
legistrar was held by him from 
1921 until its removal to Harris- 
burg on January 1 of this year. The 
post of building inspector was held 
by Mr. Suplee for three years. At 
the recent organization meeting of 
council, the offices of street commis- 
sioner and building inspector were 
combined into the new department 
of public works with Mr. Suplee as 
superintendent. He has also been 
plumbing inspector since 1923 ; a 
member of the shade tree commis- 
sion for two years; treasurer of the 
Narberth fire' company since 1923. 
His present offices number only 
seven, due to the removal of the of- 
fice of local registrar, and the con- 
solidation of street commissioner 
and building inspector. 

It is Mr. Suplee's department of 
public works that touches the every- 
day life of the residents of Nar- 
berth most intimately. Its activi- 
ties run from cleaning the streets, 
re-surfacing them and putting in 
new ones to supervising the parking 
system and introducing traffic safe- 
guards. Sewers, street lighting,

William R. D. Hall, former 
president of Council, died sudden- 
ly Tuesday at the shore. He was 
54 years of age, and had been a 
resident of Avalon over two years. 

Mr. H all's death was due to 
heart disease. He was stricken 
while driving to his Avalon home 
from Cape May Court House, 
where he had visited a physician. 
Mrs. Hall, who was at the wheel, 
drove quickly to their home, but 
Mr. Hall was dead when they 
reached Avalon. 

Mr. Hall graduated from the 
University of Pennsylvania in 
1<S<)() and spent two years in the 
Medical School. He entered 
newspaper work as a reporter for 
the old Philadelphia "Call." Later 
he served as reporter, news editor, 
night editor and city editor of the 
"Press." 

After a short period as news 
editor of the Evening Telegraph, 
he was appointed statistician of 
the State Highway Department. 
While in this position, and while 
a resident of Narberth, he gave 
his fellow townsmen the benefit 
of his knowledge and experience 
in having Wynnewood avenue 
paved. 

The stretch from Rockland ave- 
nue to the railroad bridge had for 
years been one of the worst of 
Narbertlvs many bad roads. He 
guided the local authorities in the 
devious channels of finance and 
politics necessary to secure out- 
side aid in the work, and the result 
was one of the first concrete roads 
in the section, installed at little 
cost to Narberth. 

When Mr. Hall's services to the 
State ended he acted as director of 
publicity for the Philadelphia 
Chamber of Commerce and after 
that for the Philadelphia National 
Bank. Later he was made night 
city editor of the Public Ledger, 
and a short time after was pro- 
moted to the responsible post of 
city editor. 

In spite of his responsibilities, 
to which he gave his best efforts, 
Mr. Hall took the time to aid in 
many local matters. His two 
most important posts in Narberth 
were chairman of the Board of Di-

Anniversary Program

The 1928 convention will be held in 
Seattle, Wash., from June 17 to 21.

Mr. Burlingame had arranged as the 
principal speaker Rev. Clarence M, 
Snyder, immediate past president of 
the Norristown Kiwanis Club and at 
the present time chairman of the inter- 
club relations committee of that club.

Cathedral at Valley Forge 

Ground will be broken February 22 
for the National Washington Memo- 
rial Church at Valley Forge, Dr. W. 
Herbert Burk has announced plans 
this week. 

The structure will cost approxi- 
mately $10,000,000 and will accommo- 
date 5000 persons. It should be fin- 
ished by 1932. 

The cornerstone of the edifice will be 
laid June 19, the sesquicentennial anni- 
versary of the evacuation of Valley 
Forge by the Continental Army. At 
the laying of the cornerstone, it is 
planned to have present some of the 
most notable figures in national affairs. 

The structure will be patterned af- 
ter the historic Yorkminster Cathedral 
in England. It will be erected on a 
tract of 15 acres adjoining the present 
chapel, and overlooking the Schuyl- 
kill. 

Funds available at present amount 
to $100,000, Dr. Burk declared, and 
the balance will be raised in a nation- 
wide campaign.

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A question has been asked and the 
answer should bring forth enough ma- 
terial for this week's column. 

Can I raise Sweet William from 
seed and have it bloom this year? 

The answer is— No. Question No. 
2_\Vhy? Sweet William, or Dianthus 
Rarbatus, as it is listed in the seed- 
man's catalog, is strictly a biennial, 
although in some catalogs it is listed 
as a perennial. 

Why and what is a biennial? A 
biennial is a plant that blooms and 
seeds in two seasons or two years. A 
perennial is a plant that lives on from 
year to year and propagates itself by 
a spreading rootstock, although it may 
at the same time reproduce itself by 
seeding. An annual is a plant that 
completes its life cycle in one growing 
season, or one year, and having propa- 
gated itself by seeding ceases to exist. 
An annual is not necessarily a ten- 
der plant; many of them can be sown 
outdoors in the fall to bloom the fol- 
lowing spring. 

If we must have bloom from Dian- 
thus Barbatus about the first of June 
this year we will have to buy plants 
from the nurseryman or plantsman. 
Newport Pink is the most popular 
variety, the white and deep scarlet 
colors" being a better choice than mixed 
varieties, which are mostly auriula 
types showing two colors in the same 
flower. 

Your Sweet William will act just 
like a perennial because it seeds so 
freely, and if the little seedlings are 
given space they will bloom the fol- 
lowing year, although they will not 
always be the same color as the par- 
ent plant. 

In these days of garden color 
schemes it is highly desirable to pur- 
chase flower seeds in separate colors, 
or named varieties, rather than in mix- 
ture. A block of plants of one color 
is always more effective than a mix- 
ture and some fine combinations can 
be worked out that cannot be had 
with mixed colors. 

Among the better known biennials 
that must be raised from seed every 
year in order to have them always 
with us are Foxgloves, or Digitalis, 
and Canterbury Bells, or Campanula 
Medium; both grow to a height of 
three to four feet and both come in 
shades of pink, white and blue. Plants 
in pots can be bought from the nur- 
sery to be set early and bloom in June. 
* * *

TOUR OF NEWSPAPER 

Report on Trip to Ledger Plant. 
Club Notes. 

Tuesday, under the guidance of Mrs. 
Eberhardt Mueller, of the Home Eco- 
nomics Committee of the Women's 
Community Club of Narberth, ten 
women inspected the building and 
printing operation of the Public 
Ledger. Both Miss Stone and Colonel 
House were introduced quite in- 
formally as the party went through 
the editorial rooms. A marvelous 
thing seemed the automatic typewrit- 
ers typing Associated Press news di- 
rect from a few of the hundred private 
wires for which the Ledger pays two 
million dollars a year. There were 
groups of desks arranged in semi-cir- 
cles at which men were assembling 
"copy." The guide, Mr. Bullwer, 
showed the stereotype machine. A 
tray of type and blocks is covered with 
what looks like heavy blotting paper. 
Subjecting this to 200 tons pressure 
makes a "mat" — a clear impression of 
a whole page from which is made a 
cylindrical metal mold from which the 
actual printing is done. The compli- 
cated linotype machines make words 
or groups of words on type; the mono- 
type, single letters. Both these are 
hot, greasy machines into which are 
fed ingots or "pigs" of metal com- 
posed of lead antimony, and tin of 
which 150,000 tons are kept on hand. 
One kind man at a linotype machine 
made the visitors* names in type. The 
great presses, whirling black with ink 
and hot with steam, were fascinating 
to watch, especially the color press, 
which was turning out comics at a 
dizzy speed. They print on both sides, 
cut, fold and deliver in bundles of 50 
in an incredibly short time. Copies of 
the latest edition, folders and postals 
were given the visitors just before the 
staff photographer took their pictures 
and **good-byes" were said.
